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The Preface. 


Theſcinconueniences therfore conſydered, here is ſet foorth ſuch an or- 
der, whereby the ſame ſhalbe redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this matter, 
here is drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe, which is play ne and eaſie to 
be vnderſtanded, wherein (fo muche as may be) the readyng of holye ſcrip- 
tures is ſo ſet foorth, that all thynges ſhalbe donne in order, without brea- 
kyng one peece from another. For this cauſe be cut of Anthemes, Reſpon- 
des, Inuitatories, and ſuche lyke thinges, as dyd breake the continuall courſe 
of the readyng of the ſcripture. Vet becauſe there is no remedie, but that 
of neceſſitie there muſt be ſome rules: therefore certayne rules are here ſet 
foorth, whiche as they be fewe in number, ſo they be playne and eaſie to be 
vnderſtanded. So that here you haue an order for prayer (as touchyng the 
readyng of holy ſcripture) much agreeable to the mynde and purpoſe of the 
olde fathers aud a great deale more profitable and commodious then that 
whiche oflate was vſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here are left out many 
thinges whereof ſome be vntrue, ſome vncertayne, ſome vayne and ſuperſti- 
tious, and is ordeyned nothyng to be read but the very pure woord of God, 
the holy ſcriptures, or that which is euidently grounded vpon the ſame, and 
that in fuche a language and order, as is moſt eaſie and playne for the vnder- 
ſtandyng both of the readers and hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both 
for the ſhortneſſe therof, and for the playnneſſe of the order, and for that the 
rules be fewe and eaſie. Furthermore, by this order, the Curates ſhall neede 
none other booke for their publique ſeruice, but this booke and the Bible. 
By the meanes wherof, the people ſhal not be at ſo great charges for bookes, 
as in times paſt they haue benne. 

And where heretofore there hath benne great diuerſitie in ſaying and ſin- 
gyng in Churches within this Realme, ſome folowing Saliſburie vie, ſome 
Herforde vſe, ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke,and ſome of Lincolne : 
Nowe from hencefoorth, all the whole Realme ſhall haue but one vſe. And 
if any woulde iudge this way more paynefull, becauſe that all thinges muſte 
be read ypon the booke, whereas before, by the reaſon of ſo often repetition, 
they coulde ſay many thinges by hart: if thoſe menne wyll weygh their la- 
bour , with the profite and knoweledge whiche dayly they ſhall obteyne by 
reading vpon the boołe, they wyll not refuſe the payne, in conſyderation of 
the great profite that ſhal enſue thereof, 

And for as muchas nothing can almoſt be ſo playnly ſet foorth, but doub- 
tes may riſe in the vſe and practiſing of the ſame : To appeaſe all ſuche diuer- 
ſitie(if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all doubtes concernyng the maner 
howe tovnderſtande,do,and execute the thinges conteyned in this booke : 
The parties that ſo doubt, or diuerſly take any thing, ſhal alway reſort to the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſſe,who by his diſcretionſhal take order for the quieting 
and appeaſing ofthe ſame, ſo that the ſame order be not contrarie to anye 
thing cõteined in this booke. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe be in doubt, 
then he may ſende for the reſolution thereof vnto the Archbiſhop.

Though it be appoynted in the afore written Preface, that al thinges ſhal 
be read and ſong in the Church in the Engliſhe tongue, to the ende that the 
congregation may be thereby edified: yet it is not ment, but when men ſay 
Morning and Euening prayer priuately, they may ſay the ſame in any lan- 
guage that they them ſelues do vnderſtande. 


And all Prieſtes and Deacons ſhalbe bound to ſay daily the Morning and 
Euening praier, either priuately or openly, except they be let by preaching, 
ſtudying of diuinitie, or by ſome other vrgent cauſe. | 


And the Curate that miniſtreth in euery Pariſhe Churche or Chappell, 
being at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably letted , ſ hal ſay the ſame

oꝛ aulter any publique oz common oꝛder in Chꝛiſtes Churche, except he be 
lawfully called and aucthoꝛized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our tyme, the mindes of menne are lo diuers, that 
+ ſome thinke it a great matter of conſcience , to depart from a peece of the 
leaſt of theyꝛ Ceremontes (they be lo addicted to theyꝛ olde cuſtomes) and 
agapne on the other ſyde, lomme be lo newe kangled, that they woulde 
innouate all thyng, and ſo deſpiſe the olde, that nothyng can lyke them but 
that is ne we: It was thought erpedtent, not ſo much to haue reſpect how 
to pleaſe and ſatiſfte epther of theſe parties. as ho we to pleaſe God, and pꝛo⸗ 
lite them both. And pet leſt any man ſhoulde be offended ( whom good rea» 
ſon myght lattl*e)here be certapne cauſes rendered, why ſome ofthe accu⸗ 
ſtomed Ceremonies be put away,and ſome reteyned and keapt ſtyll. 

Somme are put awape, becauſe the greate exceſle and multitude of 
them, hath ſo encreaſed in theſe latter dapes, that the burden of them was 
intollerable, whereof Saint Jugultine in his tyme complapned, that 
they were growen to ſuche a number, that the ſtate ol Chziſtian people 
was in woozle cale (concernyng that matter) then were the Jewes. And

he counſelled, that ſuche poke and burden ſhoulde be talien away, as tpme 
wonlae ſerue quietly to do % œk t.... tees hogeirtr bby 
But what woulde ſaint Auguſtine haue ſayde, yl he had ſeene the cere⸗ 
monies ot late dapes vled among vs? whereunto the multitude vſedin 
his tyme was not to be compared. This dur exceſſiue multitude ol cere⸗ 
momes was ſogreat, and manp of them lo darke, that they dyd moze 
contounde and darken, then declare and ſet kooꝛth Chztles benekites vn⸗ 
to bs. GL ll e e! 

And beſpdes this, Chꝛiſtes Goſpel is not a ceremontalllawe (as muche 
of Moles law? was) but it is a religion to ſerue God, not in bondage of 
the figure oꝛ ſhadowe, but in the freedome of the ſpirite, beyng content ons 
Ip with thoſe ceremomes. whiche do ſerue to a decent oꝛder, and godly dil⸗ 
cihline, and ſuche as be apt to ſtyꝛre vp the dul mynde or man tothe remems = 
bꝛaunce of his duetie to God, by ſome notable and ſpeciall ſignification, 
whereby he mpght beedilied. 

Fürthermoze, the moſt wayghtie cauſe of the abolpſhment ofcertapne 
ceremonies was, that they were fo farre abuſed, partly by the ſuperſti⸗ 
tious blyndneſſe of the rude and vnlearned, and partly by the vnſactable 
auarice of ſuche as ſought moꝛe they? owne lucre, then the gloꝛie ol God, 
that the abuiſes coulde not wel be taken away, the thyng remapning ſtyll. 
But nowe 8s concernyng thole perſons, whiche peraduenture wpli be ofs 
kcnded , foz that ſome of the olde ceremonies are retapned pl: yk they conſp⸗ 
der, that without ſome ceremonies it is not poſſible to keepe anp oꝛder, oꝛ 
quiet diſcipline in the Churche , they ſhall caſyip percetue iuſte cauſeto res 
fourme their iudgementes. And yk they thynke muche that any of the olde 
doo remapne.and woulde rather haue al deuiſed a newe: Then ſuche men 
graunting lomme ceremonies conuenient to be had, ſurely where the 
olde may be wel vſed, there they can not realonably repꝛoue the olde, only 
fo: theyꝛ age, without bewzaying ofthepz owne follie, Foz in ſuche acaſe, 
thep ought rather to haue reuerence vnto them foz theyꝛ antiquitie, pt they 
Wyll declare them ſelues to be moꝛe ſtudious of vnitie and concoꝛde, then ol 
innouations and ne we kanglenelle. whiche (as muche as map be, with the 
true ſettyng looꝛth of Chꝛiſtes religion) is alwayes to be eſchewed . Fur⸗ 
thermoꝛe, luche ſhalt haue no iuſt cauſe with the ceremonies relerued to be 
oftended. Foꝛ as thole be tatien a way whiche were moſte abuſed, and dyd 
burden mens conſciences without anye cauſe :\o the other that remayne, 
are retapned f92 a diſcipline and ozder, whiche (bppon tuſte cauſes) map be 
altered and chaunged, and theretoze are not to be eſteemed equall with 
Gods lawe. And mozeoucr , they be neyther darke noz dumbe ceremo⸗ 
nies,but are ſo ſet foozth , that euery man may vnderſtande what they doo 
meane, and to what vle they doo lerue. So that it is not lpke, that they 
in tyme to comme, lhotlde be abuled as the other haue benne , _z

theſe our doynges, wecondempne no others nations, noꝛ pzeſcribe any 
thyng but to our owne people onelp. Foꝛ we thinke it conuenient, that 
euery countrey ſhoulde vle ſuche ceremonies, as they ſhal thinke beſt, to the 
ſetting foozth ol Gods honour and gloꝛve, and to the reducyng ol the 
ople to a moſte perfect and godly lyuyng, without errour 
0; ſuperſtition.

Then came they andlayde handes on Jeſus, and toke hym: 
And behold, one ol them which were with Jeſus, ſtretched 
put his hande, and dꝛewe his woꝛde, and ſtroke a ſeruaunt 
of the hye Pꝛieſt, and {note of his eare. Then ſayde Jeſus 
vnto hym: Put vp thy \wozde into the ſheath: foꝛ all they 
that take the lwoꝛde, ſhall periſhe with the \wozd.

And other ſmote hym on the fate with | 
the paulme ol their handes, ſaying: Tell vs thou Chaiſte, | 
who ts he that ſmote thee: Peter fate without in the court, 
and a Damolell came to hym, laping: Thou alſo waſt with 
Jeſus of Galilee. But he denyed bekoꝛe them all, ſaying: J 
Wote not what thou ſayeſt, When he was gone out into 
the poꝛche, another wenche ſawe hym, and layde vnto them 
that were there: This felowe was alſo with Jeſus of Na- 
zareth. And agayne he denped with an oth , ſaying: J do 
not know the man. After a whyle tame vnto hym they that 
ſtoode by, and layde vnto Peter: Surely thou art euen one 
or them. foꝛ thy ſpeache belwꝛapeth thee, Then began he to 
turle, and to ſweare, that he knewe not the man. And imme⸗ 
diatly the Cocke crewe, And Peter remembꝛed the wozde of 
Jeſu,Whiche layde vnto hym, Bekoꝛe the Cocke trowe thou 
galt denpe me thꝛple: and he went out and wept bitteriye. 
When the moꝛnyng was come, all the chicfe Pꝛieſtes and 
Elders of the people helde a counſell agaynſt Jeſus, to put 
hym to death, and bꝛought hym bounde, and deliuered him 
bnto Pontius Pilate the deputie. Then Judas (which had be- 
traped hym) ſeeing that he was tondempned, repented hymn 
ſelfe, and bꝛought agayne the thirtie plates ok ſiluer to the 
thiele pꝛieſtes and Elders, ſaying: P hane ſinned, betraying 
the innocent blood. And they laybe: What is that to vs: See 
thouto that. And he taſt downe the liluer plates in the 
temple, and departed, and went and hanged hym ſeife. And 
the chiele Pꝛieſtes toke thefifner plates, and ſayde: It is not 
lawfull foꝛ to put them into the treaſurie, becauſe it is the 
pace ot blood.

Then was fulfilled that whiche was ſpoken by 
Jeremie the pꝛophete, laping: Aud they toke thirtie ſpluer 
plates, the pꝛite of him that was valued, whom they bought | 
ofthe childꝛen of Ilrael, & gaue them foz the Potters fielde, 
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as the Lo2de appoynted me. Jeſus ſtoode befoze the depu⸗ 
tie, and the deputie alked hym, ſaying: Art thou the kyngof 
the Jewes: Jeſus ſayde vnto hym: thou lapeſt. And when 
he Was attuſed of the chiefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders, he aun- 
{wered nothing. Then lapde Pilate vnto hym : Heareſt 
thou not howe many witneſſes they lay agaynſt thee⸗ And 
he aunſWered him to neuer a woꝛde, inlomuch that the De- 
putie maruepled greatly . Atthat feaſte the Deputie was 
wont to delyuer vnto the people a pꝛiſoner, whom they 
woulde deſire , He hadde then a notable pꝛiſoner called 
2Zarabbas, Therefoze when they were gathered together, 
Pilate ſapde: Whether wyll ve that J geue looſe vnto pon 
Barabbas, oꝛ Jeſus which is called Chaiſte : Foz he knewe 
that foꝛ enuie they had delinered hym. When he was ſette 
downe to gene indgement, his wyke ſent vnto hym, ſaying: 
Haue thou nothing to do with that iuſt man, foꝛ J haue 
ſuffered this day many thinges in my ſleepe betauſe ol hym. 
But the chiete Pꝛieſtes and Elders perſwaded the people 
that they ſhoulde alke Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus, The 
Deputie aunſwered and ſayde vnto them: Whether ofthe 
twayne wyll ye that J let looſe vnto you 2 They ſayde Wa⸗ 
rabbas. Pilate ſayde vnto them: What ſhall I do then with 
Jeſus which is called Chaſte: They all ſayd vnto him, Let 
hym be crucified . The Deputjeſayde : What euyll hath he 
done: But they cryed moꝛe, ſaying, Let hym be crucified. 
When Pilate ſawe that he coulde pzcuayle nothing, but 
that moꝛe buſines was made, he tone water and waſhed 
his handes befoze the people, ſ "ogg: J aminnocent ofthe 
blood of this iuſt perlon, ſee pe. Then aunlWwered all the 
people, and ſayde : His blood be on vs, and on our childꝛen. 
Then let he Barabbas looſe vnto them, and ſcurged Jeſus, 
and deliuered hym to be crucified . Then the ſouldiers of 
the Deputie toke Jeſus into the tommon hall, aud gathe⸗ 
red vnto hym all the company, and they ſtripped hym, and 
put on hym a purple robe, and platted a crowne ofthoznes, 
and put it vpon his head, and a reede in his ryght Jane. 
and bowed the knee befozehym, andmocked hym, ſaying: 
3>avle kyng of the Jewes. And when they had ſpyt vppon 
= E (ij) bim, 
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hym,they toke the reede, and \mote hymon the head, And 
after that they had mocked hym, they toke the robe of hym 
agayne,andput his owne rayment on hym, and ledde hym 
away to crucifie hym. And as they tame out, they founde 
a man of Spꝛen (named Simon) hym they compelled to 
beare his croſſe. And they came vnto the place whithe is 
called Golgotha, (that is to ſay, aplace of dead mens ſkulles) 
and gaue hym vineger mingled with gall to dzynke, and 
when he had taſted thereof, he woulde not dꝛynke. When 
they had crucified hym, they parted his garmentes, and dyd 
taſt lottes, that it might be fulfilled whithe was ſpoken by 
the pꝛophete: They parted my garmentes among them, 
and vpon my veſture dyd they caſt lottes. And they late and 
watched hym there, and ſet vp oner his head the cauſe ot 
his death witten: This is Jeſus the kyng of the Jewes. 
Then were there two theenes crucified with hym, one on 
the ryght hande, and another on the lekt. They that paſſed 
by, reupled hym, wagging their heades, and ſaying, Thou 
that deſtropedſt the temple ol God, and dyddeſt bulde it in 
thꝛee dayes, ſaue thy ſelfe:yfthou be the ſonne of God, come 
downe from the trolle. TLpkewyſe alſo the hye Paieſtes 
mockyng hym, with the Stribes and Elders, ſayde : He ſa⸗ 
ued other, hym ſelfe he tan not ſaue. Il he be the kyng of JC 
rael let hym nowe come downe from the trolle, and we wyt 
beleue hym. He truſted in Pod, let hym deliner hym nowe 
yfhe wyll haue hym: Foꝛ he ſapde, Jam the ſonne of God. 
The theeues allo which were crucified with hym, caſt the 
ſame in his teeth. From the ſirth houre was there darknes 
ouer all the lande, vntylt the ninth houre. And about the 
ninth houre,” Jeſus cryed with a oude vopte, ſaying : kl, 
Eli, lamaſabathani;'Thatis to ſap, my God, my God, Why haſt 
thou fozlakenme: Some of them that ſtoode there, when 
they heard that, ſayde: This man calleth fo: Helias. And 
firayghtwayoneofthemranne, andfokea ſpunge, e when 
he had filled it full of vmeger, he put it on a reede, and gane 
hymto dzynke. Other ſayde, Let be, let vs te whether Helt- 
as wyll come and deliuer hym. Jeſus when he had cryed a⸗ 
gayne With aloude vopte, peelded vp the ghoſt: 2 — 4 
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holde, the vayle of the temple dyd rent in two partes, from 
thy toppe to the bottom, and the earth dyd quake, and the 
ſtones rent, and graues dyd open, #many bodyes of ſainctes 
Whiche flept, aroſe and went out of the graues after his re⸗ 
ſurrettion, and tame into the holy titie, and appeared vn⸗ 
to many. When the Centurion and they that were with him 
watching Jeſus, ſawe the earthquake, and thoſethynges 
which happened, they feared greatly, ſaying: Truely this 
was the ſonne of God. And many women were there ( be⸗ 
holdyng hym a farre of) whiche folowed Jeſus from Gali- 
lee, miniſtring vnto him, among which was Marie Magda⸗ 
lene,and Marie the mother of James and Joles, and the 
mother of Zebedees childꝛen. 
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Hat is he this that tommeth from 
Edom, With redde coloured clo- Efi-lxii. 
Q || thesof Boſra(Whichets lo coſtlye 
All cloth) and commeth in ſo mighty- 
pe with all his ſtrength: Jamhe 
f chatteacheth righteouſaeſſe, and 
MNVlamofpower to heipe. Wherefoze 
Nee then isthy clothing redde, and thy 
N TAE: 3.4 rapmeut lyke his that treadeth in 
— Cc the wincpeſſe:JÞhauetrodenthe 
pꝛeſſe my ſelfe alone, and ok all people, there is not one with 
me. Thus wyl J treade downe mine enemies in my wꝛath, 
and ſet my feete vpon them in myne indignation, and their 
blood ſhall beſpꝛing my clothes, and ſo wyll I ſtayne all my 
rapment. Foz the day of -vengeaunce is aſſigned in my 
heart, #the yere when my people ſhalbe delinered is tome. 
Iloked abont me, and there was no man to ſhewe me any 
helpe. I marueyled that no man helde me vp: Then Jheld 
me by myne owne arme, and my feruentnes ſuſteyned me. 
And thus wyllJ treade downe che people in my Wrath, 
and bath them in my difpleaſure, and vpon the earth wyll 
Ilape their ſtrength. Þ wyll declare the goodneſſe the 
02d, 
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Loꝛde, yea and the pꝛayſe of the Toꝛde foꝛ all that he hath 
geuen vs, foꝛ the great good that he hath done fo2 Ilrael, 
whiche he hath geuen them of his owne fauour, and accoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to the multitude of his louyng kyndneſſe. Foz he ſapd, 
Theſe no doubt are my people, and no ſhꝛinkyng chyldꝛen 
and ſo he was their ſauiour. In their troubles, he Was al- 
ſo troubled with them, and the angell that went foozth from 
his pꝛeſente, deliuered them. Of very loue and kyndneſſe 
that he had vnto them, he redeemed them. He hath bone 
them, and caryed them vp ener lence the woꝛlde began. But 
after they pꝛouoked hym to wꝛath, and vered his holye 
mynde, he was their enemie, and fought agaynſt them 
hym ſelfe. Bet remembꝛed Jſrael the olde tyme of Moyles 
and his people, ſaping: Where is he that bꝛought them 
from the water ofthe Sea, with them that fed his ſheepe: 
Where is he that hath geuen his Holy ſpirite among them: 
He ledde them by the ryght hande of Moyſes with his gloꝛi⸗ 
ous arme, deupding the water befoze them, whereby he gat 
hym ſelfe an euerlaſtyng name. He ledde them in the deepe, 
as àn Hoꝛſe is ledde in the plaine, that they ſhoulde not ſtum⸗ 
ble, as a tame beaſt goeth in the fielde, and the bꝛeath ge⸗ 
uen of God, geueth hym reſt, Thus (O God) haſt thou led 
thy people, to make thy ſelfe a gloꝛious name withall. Loke 
downe then from heauen, and beholde the dwellyng plate of 
thy ſanctuarie and thy gloꝛie. Howe is it that thy gelonlic, 
thy ſtrength, the multitude of thy mercies, and thy louyng 
kyndnelle, wyll not be intreated of vs: Yet art thou our fa- 
ther. Foꝛ Abꝛaham knoweth vs not, neither is Ilrael ac- 
quaynted with vs. But thou Toꝛde art our father and re⸗ 
deemer, and thy name is euerlaſting. O Lozde, wherefoze 
haſt thou ledde vs out of thy way: Wherefoꝛe haſt thou har⸗ 
dened our heartes that we feare thee not: We at one with vs 
agayne foꝛ thy ſeruauntes ſake, and foz the generation of 
thyne heritage. Thy people haue had but a litle of thy ſanc- 
tuarie inpoſſeſſion, foz our enemies haue troden downe the 
holy place, And we were thyne from the beginning, when 
thou waſt not their Lozde, foꝛ they haue not called vpon thy 
name. | 
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Fter two dapes was Eaſter, and the Mark xu⁰ 
NJ) dapes of ſweete bꝛeade. And the hye 
Me ꝛeſtes and the Scribes ſought howe 
ilthey myght take hym by craft,and put 
[ym to death. Gut they ſayde: Not in 
ofthe feaſt day, leſt any bulineſſe aryſe a- 
Among the people. And when he was in 
l Bethanie inthe houſe of Simon the 
Leper euen as he ſate at meate, there 
tame a woman hauing an Alabaſter boxe of oyntment, cal⸗ 
led Narde, that was pure and toſtly, and ſhe bꝛake the bore 
t powꝛed it vpon his head. And there were ſome that were 
not content within themlelues, and ſayde : What neded this 
waſte of oyntment: foꝛ it might haue ben ſolde foꝛ moze then 
thꝛee hundꝛed pence, and haue ben geuen to the pooꝛe. And 
they grudged agaynſt her. And Jelus laide: Let her a⸗ 
lone, Why trouble ye her? She Hath done a good woꝛke on 
me, foꝛ ye haue pooꝛe with vou alwapes, and whenſoeuer ye 
wil ye may do them good: but me haue pe notalwayes. She 
hath done that ſhe could,ſhe came afozehand to annoynt my 
body to the burying. Ueryly Jay vnto you, Whereſoeuer 
this Golpel ſhalbe pzeached thzoughout the whole wozlde, 
this alſo that ſhe hath done, ſhalbe rehearſed in remeb:atice 
of her. And Judas Jſcariot (oneofthe twelue)went away 
vnto the hye Pꝛieſtes, to betray hym vnto them. When they 
heard that, they were glad, e pꝛomiſed that they would gene 
hym money. And he lought howe he might conneniently be- 
tray him. And the firſt day ofſweete bꝛead (when they offe- 
red the Paſſouer) his diſciples ſayde vnto hym: Where 
wylt thou that we go and pꝛepare that thou mayſteate the 
Palſouer: And he lent fooꝛth two of his dilciples, e ſaide vn- 
to them: Go ye vnto the titie and there ſhal meete vou a man 
bearyng a pitcher of water, folow him. And whyther ſoeuer 
he goeth in, ſay ye vnts the good man of the houſe: The 
Maiſter ſapth. where is the gheſt chaumber, where J ſhall 
| eatethePaſſouer with my diltiples: And he wyll ſhew you 
aaͤgreat parlour paued andpzepared,there make redy foz vs. 
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And his diſciples went fooꝛth, and came into the citie, and 
founde as he had ſayde vnto them, and they made redy the 
Paſſouer. And when it was nowe enentyde, he came with 
the twelue: And às they fate at booꝛde and dyd eate, Jeſus 
ſayde: Ueryly J lay vnto pou, one of you (that eateth with 
me) ſhall betray me. And they began tobeſozp, and to ſay 
to hym one by one is it J: and another ſayde, is it J: He 
aunſ{wered and laid vnto them: It is one ofthe twelue, euen 
he that dyppeth with me in the platter. The lonne or man 
truely goeth as it is watten of hym: but wo vnto that 
man by whom the ſonne ot man is betrayed. Good were it 
fo: that man yf he had neuer ben boꝛne. And as they dyd 
eate, Jeſus toke bꝛeade, and when he had geuen thankes, 
he bꝛake it, and gaue to them, and layde: Take, eate, this 
is my body. And he toke the Cuppe, and when he had ge⸗ 
uen thankes, he toke it to them, and they all dꝛanke of it, and 
he tayde vnto them: This is my blood ofthe newe Teſta⸗ 
ment, which is ſhed foꝛ many.Ueryly J ſay vnto you, J wil 
danke no moꝛe of the fruite of the vine, vntyll that day that 
I dꝛinke it newe in the kingdome of God. And when they 
had ſayde grate, they went out to the mount Olinete. And 
Jeſus ſayth vnto them: All ye ſhalbe offended becauſe of 
me this nyght. Foz it is wzitten: J Wyll ſmyte the Shep- 
hcarde, and the ſheepe ſhalbe ſcattered: But after that J 
am ryſenagayne, J Wyll go into Galilee befoze you. Peter 
ſayde vnto hym: And though all men be offended, pet wyll 
not J. And Jeſus ſayth vnto hym: Ueryly J ay vnto thee, 
that this day, euen in this nyght, befoze the Cocke trowe 
twyſe, thou ſhalt deny me thꝛee tymes. But he ſpake moze 
vehemently,no, pf I ſhoulde dye with thee, Þ wyll not de⸗ 
nye thee, LykeWyſe alſo ſayde they all. And they came into 
aplace which was named Gerhſemane and he ſaide to his dil⸗ 
tiples: Sit pe here, whyle J go alide ct pꝛay. Andhetaketh 
with hym Peter, & James, and John, and began to ware 
abaſhed, and to be in an agonp, andſayde vnto them: My 
ſoule is heauy euen vnto the death, tary pe here and watche. 
And he went fooꝛth alitle, and fell downe flatte on the 


grounde, and pzayed that pf it were poſſible the doe 
myght 
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might paſſe from hym. And he layde, Abba father, allthin- 
ges are poſlible vnto thee, take away this tuppe from me: 
Neuerthelefſe,not as J wyll, but that thou wylt be done. 
And he came and founde them ſleeping, and ſaith to Peter: 
Simon leepeſt thou: Couldeſt not thou watch one houre⸗ 
watch ye and pzay, leſt ye enter info temptation: the ſpirite 
truely is redye, but the fleche is weake. And agayne he 
went alide and pꝛayed, and ſpake the ſame woꝛdes. And he 
returned and founde them afleepe agayne, foz their eyes 
were heauie, neither wyſte they what to aunſwere hym. 
And he tame the thirde tyme, and fayde vnto them: Sleepe 
hencefoo2th,and take pour eaſe, it is inough. The houre is 
come, beholde, the ſonne of man is betrayed into the handes 

of ſinners. Ryle vp let vs go, lo he that betrapeth me is at 

hande. And immediatly whyle he pet ſpake, commeth Ju⸗ 
das (Whiche was one ofthe twelue) and with hyma great 

nuinber of people with ſwoꝛdes and ſtaues, from the hye 
Daeſtes, and Stribes, and Elders, And he that betrayed 
hym, had geuen them a generall token, ſaying : Whoſoeuer 

J do kylle, che ſame is he, take and leade hym away ware- 

lye. And afſoone as he was tome, he goeth ſtraightwap to 

hym, and ſaith vnto hym, Maifter, Maiſter, and kyſſed 
hym. And they layde their handes on hym, and tone hym. 
And one of them that ſtoode by, dꝛewe out a lwoꝛde, and 
ſmote a ſeruaunt of the hye pꝛieſtes, and tut ot his eare. And 
Jeſus aunlwered and ſayde vnto them: Ne be come out as 
vntoatheefewith lwoꝛdes and ſtaues, foꝛ to take me. Þ 
was daylp with vou in the temple teaching, and ye toke me 
not: But thele thinges come to paſſe, that the ſcripture 
ſhould be fulfilled. And they all foꝛſoke him, and ran away. 
And there kalowed hym a tertayne young man, clothed in 
linnen vpon the bare, and the young men taught hym, and 
he lefte his linnen garment, and fled from them naked. 
Andtheyled Jeſus away to the hye pꝛieſtof all, and with 
hym tame all the Hye Pteſtes,” and the Elders, and the 
Stribes. And Peter folowed hym a great wap of (euen 
tyll he was tome into the palace of the hye peſt) and he 
ſate with the ſeruauntes, and warmed him ſelke at the 2 
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And the hye pꝛieſtes and all the counſell ſought fox witneſſe 
againſt Jeſus, to put hym to death, and founde none, foz 
many bare falſe witneſle againſt hym, but their witneſſes 
agreed not together. And there aroſe tertayne and bzought 
faiſe witneſſe againſt hym, ſaying: we hearde hym lay, J 
wyll deſtroye this temple that is made with handes, and 
within thꝛee dayes J wyll buylde another, made without 
handes : But yet their witneſſes agreed not together. Aud 
the hye pꝛieſt ſtoode vp among them, and alked Jeſus ſay⸗ 
ing: Aunſwereſt thou nothing? Howe is it that theſe beare 
witneſſe againſt thee: But he helde his peace, and aunſwe⸗ 
red nothing. Agayne the hye pꝛieſt aſked hym, and ſayde 
vnto hym: Art thou Chꝛiſte the ſonne of the bleſſed: And 
Jeſus ſayde, Jam: And ye ſhall ſee the ſonne of man ſit- 
ting on the right hande of power, and comming in the 
cloudes of heauen. Then the hye peſt rent his clothes, 
and ſayde : What neede we any further of witneſſes 2 Ye 
haue hearde blaſphemie, what thinke ye? And they all con- 
dempned hym to be woꝛthy of death. And ſome began to 
ſpit at hym, and to touer his face, and to beate hym with 
fiſtes, and to ſay vnto hym, areede: and the ſeruauntes buf- 
feted hym on the fate. And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there tame one of the wenches of the hye pꝛieſt, and 
when ſhe ſawe Peter warming hym ſeife, ſhe looked on 
hym, and ſapde: Maſt not thou allo with Jeſus of Naza- 
reth: And he denyed, ſaying: Iknowe hym not, neither 
wote I what thou ſayeſt. And he went out into the poꝛche, 
and the Cocke trewe. And a damolell ( when ſhe ſawe him) 
began agayne to ſay to them that ſtoode by: This is one 
ofthem. And he denped it agayne. And anone after, they 
that ſtoode by, layde agayne vnto Peter: Surely thou art 
one of them, loꝛ thou art of Galilee, and thy ſpeache agreeth 
thereto, But he began to turſe and to ſweare, ſaying: J 
knowe not this man ol whom pe ſpeake. And agayne the 
Cocke trewe. And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛde that Jeſus 
had ſayde vnto hym, Befoze the Cocke crowe twyſe, thou 
ſhalt denye me thꝛee tymes: And he beganto weepe. 
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J am fure that J 


naͤniely that pechall ſleepe in ſoꝛowe.

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that Pilate marueyled. At that kealk Pilate did deltuer vn- 
to them a pzyſoner, whomſdener they woulde defire. And 
there was one that was named Barabbas, whiche laye 
bounde with them that made inlürrection, he had conr- 
mitted murther. And che people called vnto hym, and be- 
gan to deſirehym that he wonide do accozding as he had 
euer done vnto them. Pilate aunlwered them, ſaying: Wyll 
ye that J let louſe vnto vou the kyng ofthe Jewes : Foꝛ he 
une we that the hye pꝛieſtes had deliuered hym of enuye. 
But the hye pꝛieſtes moned the people, that he ſhoulde ra⸗ 
ther deliuer Barabbas bnto them. Ptlate aunſwered a- 
gayne, and ſayde vnto them: What wyll pe that J then 
do vnto hym whom ye tall the kyng of the Jewes: And 
they cryed agayne, crucifie hym. Pilate ſayde vnto them: 
What euyllhath he done: And thep.cryed the moze fer- 
nently,crucifie hym. And ſo Pilate wyllyng to content the 
people, let loofe Barabbas bnto them, and deliuered vp Je- 
ſus (when he had ſcourged him) foꝛ to be crucified. And the 
ſouldiers led him away into the common hall, and called to- 
gether the whole multitude. And they clothed hym with 
purple, and theyplatted acrowneof thoznes, and crowned 
hym withall, and began to ſalute hym: hayle kyng of the 
Jewes. And they lmote hym on the head with a reede, and 
dyd ſpyt vpon hym, and bowed their knees, and wozſhipped 
hym. And when they had mocked hym, they toke the pur- 
ple of hym, and put his owne clothes on hym, and led hym 
out to crucifie hym. And they compelled one that paſſed by, 
called Simon of Cyrene (the father of Alexander and Ru- 
tus) whiche came out of the fielde, tobeare his troſſe. And 


they bzought hym to a place named Golgotha, whiche if a 


man interpꝛete, is, the place of dead mens ſkulles. And 
they gaue hym to dzinke wine mingled with myꝛre, but he 


reteaued it not. And when they Had crucified hym, they 


partedhis garmentes, taſting lottes vpon them what euc- 
rye man ſhoulde take. And it was about the thirde houre, 
and they crucified hym, and the title ol his tauſe was wait- 
ten: the kyng ol the Jewes. And they crucified with hym 


two theeues, the one on his right hande, and the 2 
bs

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his left, And the ſcripture was fulfylled, whiche ſayth; He 
was counted among the wicked, And they that went by, 
railed on him, wagging their heades, and ſaying: A weetch, 
thou that deſtropeſt the temple, and buyldeſt it agayne in 
thꝛee dayes, ſaue thy ſelfe, and come downe from the croſſe. 
LikeWile alſo mocked hym the hie Pꝛieſtes among them 
ſelues, with the Stribes, and ſapde: He ſaued other men, 
him ſelfe he can not ſaue. Let Chꝛiſt the king of Jſrael del⸗ 
tende now from the troſle, that we may ſee and beleue. And 
they that were crucified with hym, checked hym alſo. And 
when the ſirt houre was tome, darkenes aroſe ouer all the 
earth, vntyll the nynth houre. And at the nynth houre, Ye- 
ſus cryed with aloud voyte, ſaping: loi, Eloi, Lamaſabachthani: 
whiche is (pk one interpꝛete it) my God, my God, why haſt 
theu foꝛſaken me: And ſome of them that ſtoode by, when 
they hearde that, ſayde: beholde, he calleth foꝛ Helias. And 
one ranne and fylled a ſpunge full of vineger, and put it on a 
reede, and gaue hym to dꝛynke, ſaping: let him alone, let vs 
ſee whether Helias wyil come and take hym downe. But 
Jelus cryed with a loude voyce,andgaue vy the ghoſt. And 
the vayle of the temple rent in two peetes, fram the top to 
the bottome. And when the Centurion, (Which ſtoode befoze 
hym) ſawthat he ſo cryed and gaue vp the ghoſt, he ſayde: 
Truely this man was the ſonne of God. There were alſo 
wWomena good way ot, beholdyng hym: among whom was 
Marie Magdalene, and Marie the mother of James the li⸗ 
tle, and of Joſes, and Marie Salome (whiche alſo when he 
was in Gaͤlllee hau folowed hym and miniſtred vnto hym) 
and manp other women, whiche tame vp with hym to Hie- 
rulalem.

And almoſt all 
thinges are by the lawe purged with blood, and without 
ſheddyng of blood is no remiſſion, It is neede then that the 
ſimilitudes of heauenly thynges be purified with ſuche 
thynges, but that the heauenly thynges them ſelues be pu⸗ 
rified with better ſacrifices then are thoſe. Foꝛ Chꝛiſt is not 
entred into ỹ holy plates that are made with handes which

And they were the moze fierce,faying : He 
moueth the people, teachyng th:oughout all Jurie, and be⸗ 
gan at Galilee, euen to this plate. When Pilate hearde men- 
tion of Galilee, he aſked whether the man were of Galilee, 
And aſſoone as he knewe that he belonged to Herodes iuriſ⸗ 
diction, he ſent him to Herode, whiche was allo at Hicruſa- 
lem at that tyme. And when Herode ſaw Jeſus, he was ex⸗ 
teeding glad: foꝛ he was deſirous to ſee hym of a long ſeaſon, 
becauſe he Had hearde many thynges ot him, and he truſted 
to haneſeene ſome miracles done by hym.

Jamhe. Judas allo which betrayed him, ſtode with them. 
Alſoone then as he had ſayd vnto them, J am he, they went 
backewarde and fell to the grounde. Then aſtked he them 
agayne: Whom ſeeke pe? Theyſapde, Jeſus of Nazareth. 
Jeſus aunfwered, Ichaue tolde vou that J am he. Bf ye 
leke me, therefoꝛe let theſe goꝛtheyꝛ way, that the ſaying 
myght be fulfplled whiche he ſpaͤne: Ok them whiche 
thou gauent me, haue IJ not loſt une. Then Simon Peter 
hanyngaſwoozde, dzewe it, and ſmote the hye pꝛieſtes ler⸗ 
uaunt, and tut of his ryght eare. The leruauntes name 
was Maichus. Lherefoze ſayeth Jeſus vnto Peter, Put 
vp thy ſwozdeinto the ſheath: chall J not dzynke of the cup 
Whiche mp :father-hath geuen me: Then the company, 
and the captaine;andthe miniſters ofthe Jewes, tooke Je⸗ 
ſus, and bounde hym, and led hymawayeto Annas fyzite, 
foꝛ he was father in law to Cataphas, whiche was the hye 
pzieſtthe ſame pere. Cataphas was he that gaue counſen 
to the Jewes, that it was expedient that one man ſhoulde 
dye foꝛ the people. And Simon peter folowed Jeſus, and 
fo did another diſciple: That diſciple was knowen to 
the hye pꝛieſt, and went in with Jeſus vnto the pallate of 
the hye paieſt, But Peter doode at the dooꝛe without. 
Then went out that other diſciple (Whiche was knowen 
to the hye pꝛieſt) and ſpake to the damoſell chat kept the 
dooꝛe, and bꝛought in Peter. Then ſayde the damoſell 
that kept the dooꝛe vnto Peter: Art not thou allo one of this 
mans diſtiples: e ſayde : Jam not. The ſeruauntes and 
miniſters ſtoode there, which had made a kyꝛe ofcoales, fo? 
it was told, and they warmed them ſelues. Peter alſo ſtoode 
among them, and warmed hym ſeife. The hye paeſt then 
aſked Jeſus of his diſciples, and of his doctrine. Jeſus 
aunſwered hym : J ſpake openly in the wozlde J euer 
taught in the ſynagogue, andin the temple whyther all 
the Jewes haue reſozted, and in ſecrete haue J ſpoken no⸗ 
thing, Why alkelſt thou me; Alke them whiche * me, 

at 
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what J ſaid vntothem:Beholde they tan tell What FJ ſatd. 
When he had thus ſpoken, one of che miniſters whiche 
ſtoode by, ſmote Jeſus on the face, ſaying: Aunſwereſtthou 
the hie pꝛieſt lo? Jeſus aunlwered hym, pk J haue eupll 
ſpoken, beare wirnes of the euyll: But yt J haue well ſpo⸗ 
ken, why ſmyteſt thou mee And Annas ſent hym bounde 
vnto Caiaphas the hie Pꝛieſt. Simon peter ſtoode c war⸗ 
med hym ſelle. Then ſayde:they vntd hym: Art not thon 
alſo one of his diſciplese He denyed it and ſayd, Jam nat. 
One of the ſeruauntes of the hie Pneſtes, (his toſin, whoſe 
eare Peter ſmote of) ſayde vnto hym: Dyd not Jer theein 
the Garden with hym: Peter therefoze denyedagapne, and 
immediatly the Cocke trewe. Then led thep; Jelus from 
Cataphas, into the hall otiudgement: It was m the moꝛ⸗ 
ning, and they them ſelues went not into the iudgement 
hall, leſt they ſhoulde be defiled, but that they myght eate 
the paſſouer. Pilate then went out to them, andſayde ; 
What accuſation bꝛyng vou agaynſt this man⸗ They aun: 
ſwered and ſaid vnto hymn: Vt he were not an eupll doer, we 
woulde not haue deliuered hym vnto there. Then laid Plate 
vnto them take pe hym, e iudge him alter your owne lawe. 
The Jewes therfoꝛe ſaid vnto him, It is not lawfull foꝛ vs 
to put any man to death: That the Woꝛdes of Jeſus myght 
be fulfylled which he ſpake, ſignifying what death he ſhould 
dye. Then Pilate entred into the iudgement hall agayne; 
and called Jeſus, and ſayd vnto hym: Art thou the king of 
the Jewes: Jeſus aunlwered: ſaieſt thou that of thy ſeife, 
oꝛ did other tell it thee or me: Pilate aunſwered: Am J a 
Jewe : Thine owne nation and hie Pꝛieſtes haue delinered 
thee vnto me: what haſt thou done: Jeſus aunlwered: My 
kingdome is not of this woꝛlde, vl my kyngdome were ol 
this wozlde, then woulde my miniſters ſurely fight, that J 
ſhoulde not be deltuered to the Jewes: but now is my king⸗ 
dome not from heute. Pilate therefoze ſayde vnto hym: Art 
thou a king then: Jelus aunſwered:thou ſayeſt that Jam 
a king. Foꝛ this cauſe was J bozne, æ foꝛ this cauſe tame J 
into the woꝛld, that J ſhould beare witnes vnto the trueth: 
And all that are of the trueth, heare my voyce. Pilate ſayde 
vnto 
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vnto hym, what thyng is trueth: And when he had lapde 
this, he went out agayne vnto the Jewes, and ſayeth vnto 
them: J kinde in hym no cauſe at ali. Ye haue a cuſtome that 
J ſhould deliuer you one looſe at Eaſter: wil ye that J looſe 
vnto youtheking ofthe Jewes:Lhen cryed they all again, 
ſapng, Not him, but Barabbas: the ſame Barabbas was 
a murtherer. Then Pilate toke Jeſus therefoze, and ſcour⸗ 
ged hym. And the ſouldiers wounde a crowne of thoznes, 
and put it on his head. And they dyd on hym a purple gar- 
ment, and came vnto hym, x laid: ayle kyng ok the Jewes, 
and they [note hym onthe fate. Pilate went fozth agapne, 
and ſaid vnto them: behold, J bꝛyng hym foꝛth to you, that 
e may know that J finde no fault in hym. Then tame Je⸗ 
us foꝛth, wearyng a crowne of thoꝛne, and a robe of purple. 
And he ſayeth vnto them: Weholde the man. when the 
hye Pꝛieſtes and miniſters ſawe hym, they cryed, truci⸗ 
fie hym,crucifie hym. Pilate ſayeth vnto them:take ye him, 
and crucifie hym, fo: I fynde no canſe in hym. The Jewes 
aunſwered hym:We haue alawe, and by our law he ought 
to dye, becauſe he made hym ſelfe the ſonne ol God. when 
Pilate hearde that ſaying, he was the moze afrayde, and 
went agayne into the iudgement hall and ſayd vnto Jeſus; 
Whente art thou⸗ Wut Yelus gaue hym none aunlwere. 
Theuſayd Pilate vnto him: Speaneſt thou not vnto me: 
Bno weit thou not that J haue power to crucifie thee, and 
aa looſe thee: Jeſus aunſwered: Thou couldeſt 
aue no power at all agaynſt me extept it were geuen thee 

from aboue: Therefoze he that delinered me vnto thee, hath 
the moꝛe ſinne. And from thentefoꝛth ſought Puate meanes 
to looſe hym. Wut the Jewes cryed, ſaying: vt thou let hym 
go, thou art not Ceaſars frende: Foz Wholoeuer maketh 
hym ſelfe a kyng, is agaynſt Ceaſar, When Pilate hearde 
that ſaying, he bzought Jeſus fooꝛth, and ſat downe to 
geue ſentente in a place that is called the pauement, but 
inthe Heb2ne tongue Cabbatha. It was the pꝛeparyng daye 
of Eaſter, about the ſirt houre. And he layeth vnto the 
Jewes: beholde vour kyng. They cryed, ſaying :: Away 
with hym, away with hym, crucifie hym. Pilate lapel)

vnto them: ſhall I crucifie pour kyng: The hye Pꝛieſtes 

aunlwered, We haue no kyng but Cealar. Then delivered 
he hym to them to be trutified. And they toke Jeſus and led 
hymaway, t he bare his croſſe, and went foꝛth into a plate 
whiche is called the place of dead mens ſculles: but in He- 
bꝛue Golgotha, where they crucified hym, and two other with 
him, on eyther ſide one, and Jelus in the midſt, And Pilate 
Wꝛote a title, and put it vpon the croſſe. The w2ytyng was, 
Ieſus of Nazareth, kyng of the Iewes. This title read many of 
the Jewes: foꝛ the plate where Jeſus was crucified, was 
neare to the titie. And it was witten in Hebꝛue, Greke, and 
Latine. Then ſayd the hie Pꝛieſtes of the Jewes to Pilate, 
Wꝛpte not kyng ol the Jewes: but that he ſayde, J am kyng 
of the Jewes. Pilate aàunlwered, What J haue witten, 
that J haue wꝛitten. Then the ſouldiers, when they had 
crucikied Jeſus, toke his garmentes, and made foure partes, 
to euery ſouldier a parte, and alſo his coate. The coate 
was without feame, Wzought vpon thzoughout. They 
ſapde therekoꝛe among them 


| Telues:Let vs not deutde it, but 
taſt lottes foꝛ it who ſhall haue it, that the ſcripture myght 
be fulkplled, ſaying : They haue parted my rapment among 
them, and foꝛ my coate did they taſt lottes. And the ſouldi⸗ 
ers did ſuch thynges in doede. There ſtoode by the troſſe ol 
Jelus, his mother, aun his mothers ſiſter, Marie the wyle 
of Cleophas, aud Marit Magdalene. When Jelus therfoze 
ſaw his mother, and the diltiple whom he loued, ſtandyng, 
he ſayeth vnto his mother: woman, beholde thy ſonne. 
Then lade he to the diſciple, behold thy mother. And from 
that houre the diſciple tone her foz his owne. After theſe 
thinges, Jelus knowyng that all thyn 8 Wore now per- 
fourmed, that the ſcripture might be faltylled, he ſayeth.7J 
thirſt. So there ſtoode a veſſel ARGUE: therefvze 
they kylled a ſpunge With vineger, Wounde it about with 
Hhylope, e put it to his mouth. Aſloone as Jeſus then recea- 
ued ol the vineger, he ſayde , It is finiſhed: and bowed his 
head, and gaue vp the ghost. The Jewes therefoze, becauſe 
it was the pꝛeparing ofthe Sabbath, that the dodies ſhould 
not remapne vpon the troſſe onthe Sabbath dap Le — 
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Sabbath day was an hye day) beſought Pilate that their 
legges might be bꝛoken, © that they might be taken downe. 
Then tame the ſouldters, and bꝛake the legges of the firſt, 
and of the other whiche was crutcikied with him: But when 
they came to Jelus, and ſaw that he was dead alredy, they 
bꝛake not his legges: but one ot the ſouldiers with a ſpeare 
thꝛuſte hym into the ſyde, and foozthwith there came out 
blood and water. And he that lawe it bare recoꝛde, and his 
reco2de is true: and he knoweth that he ſaith true that ye 
might beleue alſo. Foz theſe thinges were done that the 
ſcriptures ſhoulde be fulfilled, Be ſhall not bzeake a bond gf 
hym. And agayne another ſcripture ſaith: They cha 
looke vpon hym whom they haue pearſed. Aſger this, Jo- 4 
ſeph of Aramathia ( whiche was adilciple of Jeſus, biſt ſe⸗ 
cretely foꝛ feare of the Jewes) beſought Pilate that he 
might take downe the body of Jeſus: and Pilate gaue him 
licence, He tame therfoze aud tooke the body of Jeſus, And 
there tame allo Nichodemus (whiche at che begynnyng 
came to Jeſus by night) and bꝛought ok Myꝛre and Aloes 
mingled together, about an hundzed pounde waight. Then 
tooke theythe body of Jeſus, and wounde it in lynnen clo- 
thes with the odours, as the maner ok the Jewes is to bu⸗ 
rye. And in the plate where he was crucified, there was a 
garden, and in the garden a newe ſepulchꝛe, wherein was 
neuer man layde: There layde they Jeſus therefoze, be- 
cauſe of the pꝛeparing of the Sabbath ofthe Jewes; koꝛ the 
ſepulchꝛe was nye at hande. | |

And we de- 
clare vnto vou, how that the pꝛomiſe which was made vnto 
the fathers, God hath fulfilled vnto their childzenceuen vnto 
vs) in that he rayſed vp Jeſus agayne. Euen as it is Wait- 
ten in the ſetonde Plalme : Thou art my ſonne, this day 
haue I begotten thee. As tonternyng that he rayſed hym 
vp from death, nowe no moꝛe to . — to cozruption, he 
ſaide on this wyſe: The holy pꝛomiles made to Dauid, wyll 
Igeue faithfully vnto you. Wherefoze he layth alſo iu ano⸗ 
ther place: Thou ſhalt not ſuffer thyne holy to ſee coꝛrupti⸗ 
on. Fo2 Damid (after that he had in his tyme fulfilled the 
Wyll of God) fell on ſleepe, and was layde vnto his fathers, 
and ſawe cozruption : Wut he whom God rayſed agayne, 
lawe no toꝛruption.

owne body. All fleſhe is not one maner of fleſhe. But there 
is one maner of fleſhe ot men, and another maner of fleſhe of 
beaſtes, another of fiſhes, another of byzdes, There are al 
ſo teleſtiall bodyes, and there are bodyes terreſtriall. But the 
glozy of the teleſtiall is one, and the glozy of the terreſtr iall 
is another. There is one maner glozy ofthe ſunne, and ano- 
ther gloꝛy ot the moone, and ano ther glozy of the ſtarres: 
Foꝛ one ſtarre differeth from another in gloꝛy. So is the re⸗ 
ſurrection of the dead. Jtisſowen in cozruption, it ryſeth 
agayne in intoꝛruption. It is ſowen in diſhonour, it ryſeth 
agayne in honour. It is ſowen in weakeneſſe, it ryſeth a- 
gayne in power. It is ſowen a naturall body, it ryſeth a- 
gayne a ſpirituall body. Thereis a naturall body, and there 
is à ſpiritual body, as it is alſo wꝛitten: The firſt man Adam 
was made a liuing loule, and the laſt Adam was made a 
quickening ſpirite.  Howbett, that is not firſt whiche is ſpi⸗ 
rituall, but that whiche is naturall, and then that whiche 
is ſpirituall. The firſt man is ofthe earth, earthy. The ſe- 
tonde man is the Lozde from heauen, heauenly. Ys is the
